Dean Many,—I am very glad my hint 
about varnish came at an opportune moment. 
Since I last wrote I have turned my atten- 
tion to hats—seeing that Mrs. O’Brien had so 
successfully dealt with the decoration of 
my room, I felt free to consider the improve- 
ment of its occupant! 

If you are as devoted to felt hats as I 
am, both in summer and winter, you may 
like to hear some of my processes ct renova- 
tion. I have three oldish felts which I an: 
rather fond of—a blue one to match my 
mackintosh, a black to go with everything 
and a tawn for better occasions. All three 
have brims of varying width. 


Renovaling Hints. 


First, I took the blue hat, which had 
stretched rather too much. I cut it on the 
right side from the brim to within a couple 
of inches of the top in a line sloning from 
front to back, Then I pinned the cut edges 
so that they overlapped a couple of inches 
at the brim, and were almost edge to edge 
at the top of the slit. Having eased the 
join till there were no bulges, I affixed a 
big gaily-coloured dragon-fly brooch to keep 
it in place. Thus tightened, the brim lay 
almest flat against the ears, so I boldly cut 
it; all off, except two triangular ear-flaps, and 
behold !—I had a snugly-fitting helmet for wet 
weather,. with no ribbons to get spoiled, awl 
no brim to splash unexpected drops of water 
on. my nose: 

The black felt was a very soft one, so 1 
ripped out the ‘lining and turned the hat 
inside out, coaxing it back into a good shape 
by placing it over an upturned “bowl just 
the right size. Then I brushed it gently 
but firmly, while it was still stretched over 
the bowl, with a nail-brush dipped in really 
hot water, to,.remove all dust and wrinkles. 
I left it to dry by a fire (out of reach of 
ashes and sparks of course), and when quite 
dry completed the renovation by adding a 
fresh ribbon and a buckle studded with tiny 
brilliants. Next day a friend asked me where 
I had bought my new hat, so you can imagi:e 
my pride. 

Last of all, I greatly improved my fawn 
felt, which was quite plain, by an. applique 
trimming of acorns and oak-leaves, the 
colours ranging from chocolate brown to red, 
orange and warm yellow—cut from odds and 
ends of velour cloth. 


Care of Stockings. 


Now, to go from top to toes: Have you 
noticed how often well-dressed girls neg!ect 
neatness in stockings? The stockings are 
usually of good enough .quality, but often 
they are badly put on, or badly mended, or 
badly laundered, and so spoil the effect of a 
trim outfit. Many people cannot rush off at 
once to buy a new pair of stockings the 
moment a ladder appears, but ladders, if they 
are nut too wide, can be almost invisibly 
mended at home by turning the stocking 
inside out and machining the narrowest 
possible seam in the place where the ladvr 
has appeared, Also, by the way, ladders 
may often be arrested by moistening the 
loosened thread or by applying a little smear 
of soap or other slightly sticky substance, 

As to laundering si'k stockings, never let 
them by ironed on the right side, as they 
then develop shiny surface streaks. If a 
little methylated spirit has been added to the 
rinsing water they may safely be ironed 
on the wrong side, and will then appear 
beautifully glossy. 


How to Wear Stockings. 


There is also a secret about the correct 
wearing of silk stockings. The seams wil 
not twist about if one suspender is fastened 
directly over the seam at the top. And if 
you would avoid unsightly “ bagginess”’ at 
the knees. or loose wrinkles at the ankle, 
choose stéckings fashioned in the making. 
It is better to wear a pair of well-cut lisl+ 
stockings than ill-fitting silk ones—a thing 
some people refuse to realise. Just wath 
the stockings of passers-by for a single 
morning, and the truth of my remark will 
be: obvious ! | 

A final piece of good advice: Do not 
forget that the time for colds 1s comiry. 
I have been unpleasantly reminded of the 
fact myself, so have patience if I advise you 
to set about getting vour winter underwear

MR. DE VALERA AT ENFIELD. 


Speaking yesterday at Enfield (Co. Meath) 


at an Aeridheacht, Mr. FE. de Valera said 
that he thought that they would all agree 
that if the nation were to continue it could 
eniy continue in the continuance of the 
neople of the nation. There was, he said, no 
county which displayed such an example of 
the destructive power of the foreigner as the 
county in which they now were. In 1851 
there was in that County of Meath a popula- 
tion of 183,828. In 1926 it was down to 
62.969. ‘That meant that for every three 
people in the county in 1851 there was one 
person to-day. . 

The process of reduction of population had 
not stopped; for it, was revealed by statistics 
that in the fifteen years between 1911 and 
1926 they had lost in that county 5,648 
people, and in nd as a whole they were 
losing people at the rate of 500 a week. With 
the reduction of people there was a reduction 
of tillage. In 1851 they had 164,702 acres of 
the County Meath tilled, and to-day there 
were only 34,134 acres. Seventy years ago 
they had under corn 131,000 acres; to-day 
they had 18,000. In wheat they grew 24,000 
acres; to-day they had 762 acres. 


TILLAGE. 

That reduction in tillage had meant a 
profit for the foreigner and destruction for 
the people of this country. The way to stop 
that was not to give employment to the 
foreigner by giving over the natural products 
of this country to the foreigner to exploit. 
They must build up their own industries and 
keep their home market for themselves. They 
imported at present twenty-three million 
pounds worth of food, drink and tobacco, 
while the export was only twenty-one million 
wounds. i 
Surely, he said, they could íeed themselves 
in their own country. Last year in wheat, 
flour, maize, bacon and butter they imported 
eleven and a half million pounds’ worth, and 
was it not obvious that. if they were an agri- 
cultural country at all that must be stopped. 

The present Government did not seem to 
realise that they in the Free State should 
live within their means, and that the salaries 
of officals should be something in comparison 
with that of the average citizen who had to 
pav these salaries. 

The estimates of the present year disclosed 
that £5,700,000 was being paid by the Free 
State Government to meet commitments to 
England. Of that money the sum of 
£3,000,000 was sent over to England in the 
form of land annuities, as to which there 
was no obligation whatever on the part of 
the Free State to pay. The money paid out 
to England from the Free State per year was 
sufficient {o finance a scheme as big as the 
Shannon scheme annually. 


THE LAND ANNUITIES. 

In conclusion, he said: ‘“‘If we get into 
power that money will not go to England, 
because we heleve it is ours; and if we are 
returned with a majority that part of it that 
Is necessary to put the farmers of the twenty- 
six counties on a level with their competitors 
used to de-rate agricultural land.

and rents raised and evictions take place as a 
result. The Labour Party had also moved in 
the matter of pensions for widows and 
orphans, and an inquiry into the practicability 
of a pensions’ scheme was taking place. . 


“ MISSIONS.” 

Proceeding, Senator O’Farrell said that the 

ractice of sending ‘“‘ missions’’ alternately 
from Fianna Fail and Cumann na nGaedheal 
to the United States to denounce each other, 
and incidentally to go round with “the 
ancient hat,” did not conduce to national] 
dignity or national self-respect. .

The funny thing about the Jand annuities 
“stunt”’’ was that the idea never entered 
into the heads of the Fianna Fail Party until 
it was given to them by a British Army pen 
sioner and ex-landlord, who had denounced 
the Land Act of 1923 as the greatest confisca- 
tion in Irish history, because it was “a very 
unjust measure to landlords.’’ The Seanad 
was told that ‘‘Cromwellism is nothing to 
Hoganism,’’ because (as was alleged) “ mazy 
of them (the landlords) will lose part of their 
income, and some of them will lose al] their 
income.’’

PORK BUTCHERS’ DEMAND. 

A ballot of LIMERICK pork butchers is to 
be held this week on their demand for an 
increase of ten shillings in their weekly wages. 
The bacon curers have refused the application 
on the ground that the industry does not 
warrant an increase, and also that the same 
rate of wage, which averages sixty-four 
shillings per week, exists in Cork and Water- 
ford. Further, it is stated that the Limerick 
employés receive pig money to the extent of a 
penny on each pig slaughtered, which does 
not apply to the other two cities. About five 
hundred pork butchers in Limerick are 
affected. 


“WORSE THAN DARKEST AFRICA.” 

“The sanitary condition of Coalisland 
is worse than darkest Africa,” stated Mr. 
William McGuffin, Clerk, at the meeting of 
the DUNGANNON Rural Council, when a 
memorial was forwarded by the Northern 
Ministry of Home Affairs from thirteen local 
landlords, owning 154 houses, protesting 
against the proposed action of the Council, 
compelling the owners to replace the present 
dry closets by fiush closets,. Dr. 8. Garvin 
Medical Officer, said that if was necessary 
for the public health that in a business town 
dry closets should be banished. The Council 
decided to adopt Part 2 of the Public Health 
Act, 


CHILD WELFARE. 

The National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children investigated 5,155 com 
plaints of neglect and cruelty in England, 
Wales and Ireland during August. Of the 
3,108 cases completed 3,054 were found true. 
These affected the welfare of 7,650 children 
and concerned 4,246 offenders. 2,880 
were warned or advised, 35 were prosecuted 
and convicted, and 139 were dealt with by 
transfers or in other ways. From its founda- 
tion in 1884 the Society dealt with 
1,423,308 cases. involving 3,887,151 children 
In the Dublin branch during the same month 
61 cases were dealt with, affecting 157 
clnildren.

There is disappointment in some quarters 


that his Canadian visit has not been pro- 
ductive of more immediately tangible 
result. Gratifying and thrilling though 


the Labour Government’s successes abroad 
may be, it is beginning to be felt that 
charity begins at home. The Lord Privy 
Seal was hailed as the saviour of the 
masses from the spectre of unemployment, 
and Canada’s vague undertaking to buy a 
quarter of a million tons of British coal, 
if the price is competitive, is not deemed 
to be an adequate realisation of so great a 
promise. Socialists are beginning to learn 
that promises made by a party in Opposition 
are a serious handicap when the mantle of 
government is set upon its shoulders by a 
hopeful nation. During the election cam- 
paign the Labour Party promised a seven- 
hour day to the miners, and the fulfil- 
ment promise must militate 
against Mr. Thomas’s Canadian projects. 
The party also undertook that the 
Widows’ Pensions Act should be retro- 
spective in the case of childless widows, 
but it seems that the new Pensions Bill 
will leave these childless widows still un- 
satisfied. 

In these circumstances, it is not sur- 
prising to learn that the left wing of the 
party is beginning to murmur. Neverthe- 
less, according to the Labour Correspon- 
dent of The Observer,’ the Brighton con- 
ference is not likely to be agitated by 
more than a few mild exhortations to the 
Government to adopt a bolder Socialist 
policy.

“This beat,” said the French 
natuwalist, “is very wicked; when it is 
attacked it defends itself.”

A SONG RECITAL. 


MISS LAELIA FINEBERG. 


at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, last night, 
was enjoyable, and will extend her reputa- 
tion,

To people who remember her Feis successes, 
last night’s recital had not much new to 
tell; in fact, the scope of her programme, 
though great, was less than that of her 
Feis Ceoil work, being limited to songs, 
whereas at the Feis she had shone in operatic 
music as well. The recital proved, however, 
that Miss Fineberg is making general pro- 
gress, extending her repertoire and gaining 
greater ease of production. An “' edge “ that 
came on her voice at one time—it was due 
to temporary overstrain—has gone, and she 
let her audience hear no tones that were not 
sweet and pure. 
Vocalism of the coloratura kind, which 
formerly seemed likely to be Miss Fineberg’s 
strength, was not prominent last night, 
though in her first group of songs she had 
an operatic arioso of Haydn's and a florid 
Tarantella by Rossini, in which she proved 
the agility of her voice. The more interest- 
ing evidence of this recital was that which 
she gave of musical intelligence and artistic 
sense in the interpretation of folk-songs and 
of art-songs of different schools. There were 
no loose ends about her phrases, and every 
song was perfectly shaped as a whole. She 
reminded me of Mr. Plunket Greene’s advice 
about singing the pauses as well as the 
notes; she began her songs before the first 
note of the symphony, and kept them 
going to the last vibration. Her strong 
characterisation in such songs as Brahms’ 
“ Vergebliches Stándchen ” and the Irish 
folk-song (from the set arranged by Bee- 
thoven), ‘‘ Set Brain-spinning Swains,’’ was 
convincing; but one could admire still more 
her subtlety in the deli¢até moods and pic- 
tures contamed in the group of French songs. 
The programme—a good mixture of clas- 
sical and clear-cut groups of Italian, German, 
English and Irish, and French songs. As I 
have indicated, the French group, being in 
many ways the most difficult, brought her 
most credit. The dainty ‘ Pastorale’’ of 
Bizet was prettily sung; two songs by 
Fourdrain yielded subtle play of emotion; 
Poldowski’s “ L’héeure Exquise ” proved the 
singer’s control of tone and mood. In the 
English group a clever setting of ‘‘ Love’s 
Philosophy,’’ by Delius, was included. In the 
German group, besides the ‘‘ Vergebliches 
Standchen,”” were two other Brahms’ songs, 
“An Die Nachtigall ” and ‘‘Wir Wandelten,”’ 
and the lovely ‘‘ Standchen ’’ by Strauss. 
Altogether, with encores, more than twenty 
songs were presented, and the chief impres- 
sion left by the recital was that of the 
singer's wide vocal and emotional range. She 
was almost uniformly successful in a great 
variety of music. Such a combination of 
vocal brilliance ,with delicate shades of inter- 
pretation, is remarkable, and suggests a 
bright future for Miss Fineberg. The accom-

This statement was made to the Trish 
Times Agricultural Correspondent on 
Saturday last by Mr. Hunter, the Dublin 
manager of Messrs. McKinnon and 
McDonald, Glasgow, a well-known firm, of 
Srain traders. On the other hand. it 
must be remembered that Free State 
millers are not able to take the entire 
quantity available in the country, so that 
a considerable quantity must remain for 
export. At the moment the outlook for 
the export -trade is certainly not 
promising. On Saturday last it could be 
said that black oats could not be sold for 
export from Dublin for 10s. per barrel. 
Irish millers are paying 10s. to lls. per 
barrel for similar oats at the loading 
station. 


: OATS FROM GERMANY. 

When Irish millers fil] their orders the 
market comes to a stand-stil] unless there 
Is an export demand, and this looks like 
being stifled by the quantity of German 
oats that is being shipped under bountv. 

In Mr. Hunter’s opinion the position 
would be eased considerably if growers 
would not rush all their grain upon the 
market immediately after threshing. This 
happens almost every year. Growers in- 
sist that they must have money in 
October or in the beginning of November. 
and, as a result, at that time there is-.a 
glut on the market. If they could arrange 
to market their grain as. and when, re- 
quired, it i: believed that a better price 
could be obtained for export. Although 
the outlook for oats is unpromising, Mr. 
Hunter believes that values will find their 
proper level as in the case of other foad- 
stuffs. 

At the same time, it may be noted that 
Germany is not concentrating its export 
of oats to Great Britain and Ireland: On 
Friday last it was reported that 5,000 
tons had been sold to Canada, usually an 
exporting country, 80 that tho farmers of 
Germany are certain to benefit There is 
very little competition for Canadian oats 
this season. 


_THE BARLEY SEASON. 

Turning to the _barlev question, our 
representative found that barley buying 
officially opened in the Cork and Water- 
ford areas on Friday last at 15s. to 16s. 
per barrel. At these prices it seems as if 
the trading interests concerned would get 
all the barley that they want. This is 
equal to last year’s prices, and i-, I am in- 
formed, above the -valne of grain for 
export. For export at the moment barley 
would not be worth more than 14s. per 
barrel to the farmer.

ITS VALUE AS FEEDING. 

Mr. J. J. Bergin, Maybrook, Athi, 
writes:—‘‘l was glad to read the note 
introduced by Mr. McElligott when he 
emphasised the necessity of paying atten- 
tion to the use of home-grown products in 
the rearing and feeding of dairy cattle 
and young stock generally at the Limerick 
Congress of Shorthorn Breeders.

We could by this 
method keep all tillage land under tillage, 
nas thereby preserve the value of grass 
and. 

FOREIGN OATS IN CORK. 

‘While the grain-growers o‘ the nine 
chief tillage counties were conferring at 
Dublin on the 19th inst. two shiploads 
of German cats were being discharged on 
to the quays of Cork, and it is not to be 
wondered at, therefore, that Mr. 
McElligott was able to announce that 
Cork market price for oats was 5s. 64. 
per cwt. Perhaps, also, this matter is

TWENTY KILLED IN 
NASSAU. 


MANY WRECKS. 


ATL OHURCHES BADLY 
DAMAGED. 


- 


Light was cast on the fierce hurricane 
that swept the Bahamas and West Indies 
last week by Lloyd’s messages received 
from Nassau on Saturday. 

Owing to dislocation of the wireless and 
cable services news is still scant. 
Atmospherics' caused by the storm made 
wireless communication with the-Bahamas 
impossible for several days. 

The Lloyd’s messages were: ‘‘ Nassau, 
September 28th—Hurricane has passed 
over here, doing considerable damage to 
property. Many vessels ashore and sunk. 
Aground, American. steamer, Princess 
Montagu, and British steamer, Domira. 
All of the crews saved.’’ 

“Later._-Bad weather prevents 
munication with the wrecks.”’ 

A Lloyd’s message from Key West, 
Florida, states :—‘‘ Following vessels have 
been more or less damaged in a hurricane : 
American steamer, Brandywine, coming in 
port in distress. American steamer, 
Gannet Hulings, ashore near Sombrero 
Light. Small boats damaged in harbour. 
Slight damage ashore.”’ 


WIDESPREAD DAMAGE. 
From Revuter’s CORRFESPONDENT. 
MIAMI (FLORIDA), Sunday. 

Leaving enormous destruction in 
trail, the extent oí which has not yet been 
estimated, the hurricane which lashed the 
Bahamas and the southern tip of Florida 
apparently spent its force in the Gulf of 
Mexico on Saturday night. 

The Florida mainland escaped the major 
blows, but the extreme South-Eastern coast 
has been wrecked by gale winds. 

The storm centre has passed westward 
over Coral Keys to the north of Key West. 

Nothing is yet known of the fate of two 
Bahamian freighters, with twenty men. 
No news of them has been reported since 
they entered Bahamian waters shortly 
before’ the storm. 


SHIP TORN FROM MOORINGS. 
MIAMI, Saturday. 

The hurricane is said by meteorologists 
to be centred 150 miles eastward, and 
appears to be approaching the coast. Grave 
apprehensions. are felt for the Florida 
Keys and Cuva. 

The Weather Bureau at Washington has 
broadcast a warning to the inhabitants. 

Before midnight Miami and its environs 
felt the force of the disturbance. A Gfty- 
eight miles an hour gale, accompanied by 
a squall, put Miami Beach. a near-by 
resort, into darkness, and Miami itself 
suffered. The electric wires were blown 
down in various parts cf the city. 

A despatch from Bimini at midnight 
brought information that a seventy-mile 
wind was blowing. 

Details from Nassau states that there 
were ten passengers and a crew of twenty- 
three aboard the Princess Montague when 
the vessel was torn from its pier at Nassau 
Harbour on Friday morning anc grounded. 

Among the passengers were the editress 
of the Woman’s Page of the Mtami Daily 
News and her husband, who were spend- 
ing their honeymoon in the island capital. 


NASSAU IN DARKNESS. 
MIAMI, Friday. 

According to the Miami Herald, there are 
twenty dead as a result of the hurricane in 
Nassau (Bahamas). 

The newspaper understands that the storm 
damage is ‘‘ worse collectively than ever be- 
fore, and that not a building has. escaped 
injury.’’ 

Nassau is flooded and in darkness, 
telephones are out of commission. 

The water system. however, remains in- 
tact. The sea wall is broken in several 
places by the wind-lashed sea, which has 
also wrecked practically all small vessels 
anchored inside. 

Grandston suffered severely, many houses 
being. unvaofed, . 

The wireless sets on other islands in the 
Bahama group are silent. 

Vegetation is whipped to shreds, the des- 
patch to the Miami Herald continues, The 
Governor’s house is badly damaged, as are 
all churches. The Baptist Church in Shirley 
street has been levelled to the ground. The 
Cathedral is the least damaged. Nassau’s 
famous hotels do not appear to be seriously 
damaged.

In every town the proceedings opened 
with a reception of Heimwehr organisa- 
tions who had come from other districts 
to take part in the demonstratoins. This 
filled the time until 10 a.m., when Field 
Mass was celebrated and addresses were 
given by Heimwehr leaders. 

Processions then formed and marched 
through the streets, escorted by police on 
bicycles or in motor cars. 


GREY-GREEN UNIFORMS. 

March-pasts were held with the avowed 
object of demonstrating the strength and 
preparedness of the Heimwehr. The parti- 
cipants wore their grey-green uniforms 
and hats adorned with cock feathers. 

This afternoon the bands of several con- 
tingents were giving concerts before head- 
ing their detachments on their homeward 
journeys to various districts. 

The total number of menrbers of the 
Heimwehr taking part in to-day’s reviews 
in the four towns is estimated at between 
thirty and forty thousand.

NOBEL PEACE PRIZE. 


THE CONDITIONS OF THE 
AWARD, 

All proposals of candidates for the Nobel 
Peace Prize, which. is to be distributed on 
December 10th, -1950, must, in order to be 
taken into consideration, be laid before the 
Nobel Committee of the Norwegian Parlia- 
ment by a duly qualified person before the 
lst of February of the same year. 

Any one of the following persons is held 
to be duly qualified :—(a) Members and late 
members of the .Nobel Committee of the 
Norwegian Parliament, as well as the advisers 
appointed at the Norwegian Nobel Institute ; 
[b) members of Parliament and members of 
Government of the different States, as well 
as members of the Interparliamentary Union ; 
(c) members of the International Arbitration 
Court at The Hague; (d) members of the 
Council of the International Peace Bureau; 
(e) members and associates of the Institute of 
International Law; (f) University professors 
of political science and of law, of history and 
of philosephy ; and (g) persons who have re- 
Nobel Peace Prize. 

The Nobel Peace Prize may also be 
accorded to institutions or associations. 

According to the code of statutes, the 
grounds upon which any proposal is made 
must, be stated and handed in along with 
such papers and other documents as may 
therein be referred to. 

Every written work, to qualify for a prize, 
must have appeared in print. 

For particulars qualified persons are re- 
quested to anply to the office of the Nobel 
Committee of the Norwegian Parliament, 
Drammensvei 19,.

A FORMIDABLE 
PROGRAMME,

In an editorial article to-day, The Times 
observes:—Having prepared a year ago 
a political programme that will far out- 
last the Socialist vigour of “our time,” 
the Labour Farty Conference will be 
occupied this week at Brighton with the 
adaptation of the party’s constitution to 
the needs of the present day. 

The programme stands up in all its vast 
proportions, but not in quite the sume per- 
spective, and the difference that this makes 
was, perhaps. in Mr. Macdonald's mind 
when he wfote the message to' the confer- 
ence which is published this morning. 

A year ago the programme established 
a contrast between Socialist aims and 
Unionist achievements. To-day it is a 
colossal summary of the Labour Govern- 
ment’s obligations, and is entered on the 
debit side of the political ledger. 

Mr. Macdonald is evidently a little con- 
cerned lest so soon in its history the pro- 
gramme should again be employed for 
comparative purposes, but this time to 
the disparagement of the ‘Labour Govern- 
ment’s own Jeyislative plans. 

The programme was adopted with a light 
heart. It.is, in fact, a heavy load. Mr. 
Macdonald himself described its “ long 
array of parliamentary and administrative 
measures’’ as a formidable list. That 
was his opinion before’ hé assuméd the re- 
sponsibilities of office. He foresaw the 
necessity of cradualness. 


THE FIRST BUSINESS. 

Now that he is at the head of the 
Government, the programme is not less, 
but probably much more, formidable. 
Even the first small instalment of that 
section of the programme which was in- 
cluded in the party’s election manifesto— 
the instalment which Mr. Macdonald sets 
out as the first business of the Govern- 
ment+he finds formidable when con- 
sidered by itself, For this reason he 
asks the Conference to ponder the vast- 
ness of the whole undertaking, and to 
give the Government tine. There have 
been symptoms of impatience among the 
Government's supporters, and _ particu- 
larly among those who clamour for 
‘‘ Socialism in our time,” the Govern- 
ment's chief embarrassment. 

The Opposition need not begrude the 
Government one minute of the time, how- 
ever long, which they need to “ study and 
devise,’’ so that, indeed, the foundations 
which they lay may be secure and capable 
of standing, the severest tests. 

Five legislative proposads lie imme- 
diately ahead. In the order named by 
Mr. Macdonald, they are to deal with the 
slums, the unemployed genuinely desiring 
work, anomalies in the pensions scheme, 
trade union disabilities and the coal- 
mining industry. Each measure, as it is 
introduced, will “2veal its own degree ‘of 
gradualmess or formidableness, and the 
amount of agreement or contention will 
be in proportion.

In a message from Paris last night 

The Times Correspondent says :--The state 
ment made’ by Mr. Macdonald before he left 
Kngland has somewbat reassured French 
opinion, which had become a litt.e suspicious 
as to the motives of his American voyage. 
Kver since the conversations were begun be- 
him and General Dawes misgivings 
have been expressed here that. an Anglo-

plated, under which the lesser naval Powers 
would be maneceuvred into acceptmg some 
proportionate tonnage arrived at without any 
real consideration of their needs.

France is still 
opposed to the piecemeal settiement of the 
disarmament problem, and would prefer it 
to he dealt with solely through the medium 
of the Preparatory Commission -t Geneva. 

Although a large hody of opinion is against 
entering into any fresh conference on: dis- 
armament at the present stage, it is unlikely 
that France: will oppose to the new invitation 
the categorical refusal that was sent in reply 
to Mr. Coolidge in 1927. but some pressure 
is already being put on the Government to 
make sure of the views of the three other 
Powers before the negotiatiens begin.

The Times to-day, in its City Notes 
Column states:~Those who allude the 
advance in the Bank rate as a blow to British 
industry seem to take a singularly one-sided

A BIG STEP FORWARD. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

Interviewed by a correspondent of the 
newspaper Excelsior at Cherbourg, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald said that he expected 
much from the result of his visit to the 
United States and Canada. 

Before one could attempt to realise any 
rogress in naval disarmament, the 

remier said, it was necessary both for 
Washington and for London to have long 
conversations, in order to rouse ‘themselves 
out of the sort of inertia which had 
existed since the Geneva Conference of 


1927. 
AN IMPORTANT STEP. 

“I am happy to say,” he declared, 
“we have already taken a great step in 
that direction. The five Powers which 
were signatories to the Washington agree- 
ments will be invited to meet again, and 
will do their best to arrive at a happy 
result. If all goes well, the Conference of 
five Powers may meet at the beginning of 
next year, and they may make an interest- 
ing contribution to the Preparatory Com-

mission on Disarmament of the League 


of Nations. 
“I desire to renew my acquaint- 


ance with Premdent Hoover and 
the American politicians that I 
know. The task which we have to 


undertake together is of such a nature 
that we could not embark on it if mutual 
confidence did not exist. The history of 
the Anglo-American naval situation proves 
that the closest understanding between the 
two nations is necessary and of great im- 
portance for the whole world. 
A GREAT ROLE. 

“TI have always thought that personal 
contact between responsible Ministers in 
London and Washington was indispensable. 
The two countries have, likewise, a great 
réle to play in the realisation of the 
democratic and moral aims with which 
their history is associated.’’

MESSAGE TO LABOUR. 


* FORWARD MOVEMENT 
ON THE HOME FRONT.” 


The Prime Minister, on the eve of his 
departure for America, sent to the 
National Executive of the Labour Party 
a message, which will be communicated to 
the assembled delegates at the opening 
session of the annual conference to-day. 

My visit to the United States, he wrote, 
could not be delayed, ace” in a month's 
time Parliament will be sitting, and I 
shall have to be back in the House of 
Commons This visit is the culmination of 
negotiations and exchanges of view begun 
when we first came into office in June and 
assiduously pursued ever since. Before we 
came in at all, the importance of an 
Anglo-American understanding on naval 
matters had been borne in upon me by 
experience, and I was glad to find, when 
General Dawes arrived in England, that 
President Hoover took the same view. 

I do not want there to be any misunder- 
standing as to the nature of what we are 
attempting. Any agreement we achieve 
can only be—is only intended to be—a 
preliminary to the larger agreement which 
must be reached in conference with the 
other naval Powers, and later on in 
the Preparatory Commission sitting at 
Geneva. We are not trying to present 
any other nation, or nations, with a fait 
accomplt which they must take or leave. 
What we are determined to avoid is that 
a general march forward towards dis- 
armament may be held up in the future, 
as it has been in the past, while two 
great naval Powers, ourselves and 
America, halt by the wayside to argue 
about their special difficulties. 

' HOPE AND EXPECTATION. 

I think we can now say that the kind 
of agreement necessary to prevent that is 
well within reach, and I go to meet 
President Hoover in the hope and expec- 
tation that the degree of friendly under- 
standing achieved during many weeks 
of distant correspondence will be 
strengthened and rendered closer by a 
few days of personal contact. 

I also feel, quite irrespective of the 
particular points we have been discussing, 
that the establishment of such a contact 
is immensely to be desired; and nothing 
could be of more value to international 
good-will than mutual confidence between 
the Governments of the United States and 
of Great Britain. 


PARTY’S PROGRESS. 

(hd progress of our party in the past 
has been so rapid that we have frequently 
been justified in describing this or that 
particular conference as historical. On 
this occasion you are meeting for the 
second time with the Labour Party 
in offices For the first time, it 
is the largest party in Parliament. 
There can be no doubt also that, 
since the election in May, the support and 
confidence which the party commands in 
the country has greatly increased on all 
sides. In some quarters, where it is sur- 
prising, men speak well of us. These 
signs of support are encouraging and 
gratifying. ' We hope to rally to our 
banner an ever-increasing number of en- 
lightened and progressive people, and I 
trust that we shall both deserve and per- 
manently retain a great measure of that 
support which has been extended to us 
during the summer. 

We must not, however, decéive our- 
selves. Some of it will turn out to be 
fair weather friendship. In the last 
resort, in the time of crisis, you, and 
those devoted members of the rank and 
file in the constituencies who have sent 
you here to for them, are the 
strength and the only sure citadel of the 
party. It is your work, and their work, 
which has put us where we are; it is 
ba work and theirs alone which will

Mr. Bernard Shaw said with emphasis that 
the psychology of the Englishman was quite 
unique. 
whilst Liberalism had almost disa red 
from the political arena in Great Britain, it 
was still the driving force in her foreign 
relations. 

One of the chief characteristics of that 
Liberalism was, and still is, the championing 
of the cause of oppressed nations. Before the 
war that spirit was manifested towards Ire- 
land and Poland. The British poet Campbell! 
had written poems inspired by the Liberal 
spirit, and they were still recited in English 


When, however, South Treland became a 
Free State, British Liberalism ceased to worry 
about her, and in the same way, when Poland 
achieved her independence as a free country, 
Great Britain's interest faded. She was now 
looking out for some more oppressed peoples 
to help. 

One of the difficulties in the relations be- 
tween British Liberalism and Poland was ‘the 
Franco-Polish Alliance. 

“THE APPLE CART." 

Dealing with his latest play, ‘‘The Apple 
Cart,” Mr. Bernard Shaw said that it was 
not received in Great Britain as enthusiasti- 
cally as in Poland, because it primarily con- 
cerned British political life, although the 
situation it depicted was not characteristic 
only of Great Britain. Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, he said, remarked to him after 
the first performance of the play that 
Governors of the British overseas Dominions 
often found themselves in the situation de- 
picted in the play. 

The problems the play presented applied 
closely to the state of affairs in Poland to- 
day. In fact, he had intended to base King 
Magnus on the personality of Marshal 
Pilsudski, because he was a great admirer of 
the Faoin and oí his practical political 


mind. 

‘Marshal Pilsudski was quite different from 
Signor Mussolini or General Primo de 
Rivera. He did not stand up before the 
world and say: “I am the dictator.” On 
the contrary, he made no change in the 
political structure of the State and refrained 
from interfering with the personal freedom of 
the subject. He had a general election, and 
afterwards adjourned Parliament and took 
power into his own hands, 

Mr. Bernard Shaw added that he had in- 
tended to introduce such a situation in the 
third act of “ The Apple Cart,” but he did 
not do so because it would have been too 
accurate a picture of realities. Besides people 
would have said that Marshal Pilsudski had 
paid him to do so.

ESCAPING PRISONER SHOT

$.0.8. CALLS SENT CUT. 

The Albia, which carried a crew of twenty- 
four, was laden with sulphate of copper for 
Derry, and grounded in the darkness. The 
captain soon realised that his position was 
one of great difficulty, and 8.0.8; messages 
were sent out. They were picked up by 
several steamers. The Larne and Stranraer 
passenger boat reported the occurrence on 
reaching Larne, and the Glasgow steamer 
Lairdsmore went to the rescue of the Albia, 
but owing to the rockbound nature of the 
coast was not able to get nearer than about 
two miles from the stranded vessel. The 
Albia was then hard and fast on the rock, 
in an extremely perilous position, and the 
a yt of the Glasgow steamer offered to 
take off the crew. but the Spanish master 
decided to stick to his ship.

CAPTAIN REFUSES TO LEAVE SHIP. 

When the Donaghadee lifeboat arrived on 
the scene it was apparent that the Albia was 
badly holed and in some danger of slipping 
off the rock and sinking in deep water, but 
the captain decided to await the arrival of 
the tug from Belfast. The lifeboat stood by 
for five hours to render assistance, if needed, 
and eventualy returned to Donaghadee late 
in the evening. 

The tug Audacious, from Belfast, eventually 
took off the crew, after a consultation with 
the Spanish captain, in which it was realised 
that there was no hope of floating the ship, 
and conveyed them to Larne and meon as 
to Belfast. The transfer was made without 
mishap. The vessel lies in an extremely 
perilous position, her after part being sub-

GREAT DROUGHT ENDS. 


RAIN FROM LAND’S END TO 
DOVER. 


The ‘‘great drought” of thirty-seven 
days in south-east England—the longest for 
seventy-one years by more than a week— 
ended unexpectedly ‘yesterday. Rain fell 
heavily over all the southern counties of 
Mingland, from Land’s End to Dover. In 
London the downpour commenced in the mid- 
afternoon with a rainstorm of almost tropical! 
intensity. It fell in dense sheets in some 
districts obscuring the houses across the road 
in a way that gladdened gurdeners with 
arched Bes and put joy even into the 
arabes of water board officials. 

Within two hours a fall of two millimetres 
was recorded on the roof of the Air Ministry 
in Kingsway. 

Thousands of. holiday-makers and visitors 
to London, expecting another fine day, went 
out in the morning clad only in light dresses 
and suits and without mackintoshes or over- 
coats. Hundreds were soaked to the skin 
before they could reach shelter, and motorists 
who had left their cars uncovered returned 
to find them temporary water-tanks, 


Had the drought lasted until to-night, it | 


would have estabiished a record of more than 
a ceatury, for not since 1804 has there been 
an altogether rainless September. 

In some districts the drought has Jasted 
even longer than in London; Dover. for 
example, has had no rain since August 18. 

Rainfall figures received by the Meteoro- 
logical Office at the Air Ministry last night 
indicated that, except in the North-West, the 
rainfall during the day amounted to no more 
than heavy showers. Colwyn Bay, however, 
had nearly an inch and three-quarters of rain; 
Blackpool, Rhyl and Llandudno had between 
an inch and a quarter and an inch and a half, 
and. at Southport slightly more than an inch 
was recorded. Further South and East the 
rainfall dwindled to a matter of three milli- 
metres at Scarborough, two at the Air 
Ministry in London and at Felixstowe, one 
at Kew, and four at Bath and Maldon, in 
Essex. Some places in the West, inci ding 
Paignton, had a fall of one miilimetre, but 
others, such as Bournemouth and Penzance, 
escaped the showers altogether

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BRITISH TELEPHONE 
CALLS. 
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REDUCED RATES. 


The British Postmaster-General announces 
substantial reductions in the rates for all 
trunk telephone calls over distances exceeding 
200 miles between places in Great Britain, 
Northern Ireland and the Isle of Man. The 
reductions will take effect at 7 a.m. on 
October 1. Some adjustments are also made 
of the charges for calls, in the afternoon 
period, over distances of from 100 to 200 
miles. 

On calls crossing the Irish Channel, the 
cable charge of 1s., 9d., or 6d. per three 
minutes (morning, afternoon or evening, 
respectively) will continue to be payable in 
addition. 

For example, the charge for a three-minute 
call made during the morning between 
London and Glasgow, which was formerly 
7s. 6d., will in future be 5s. 6d.; the corre- 
sponding charge for a call in the afternoon 
will be reditited from ós. 9d. to 4s., and for 
a call in the evening or at night from ds, 9d. 
to 2s. 9d, 

Trunk calls can be booked to a particular 
person (“ personal calls’’) for a small extra 
charge; and on the longer calls, especially in 
the afternoon, the new rate for a “ personal 
call*’ is substantially less than the old rate 
for an ordinary number to number call.

HOSPITAL INQUIRY.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
PASSED. 


The Newtownards Board of Guardians on 
Saturday discussed a report received ffom the 
committee appointed by them to consider the 
letter from the Ministry of Home Afiairs re- 
garding the inquiry held by Dr. Graham as 
to the administration of the Fever Hospital. 

The committee considered that the stric- 
iures of the Ministry on the medical officer 
were not warranted by facts. 

Dr. Warnock gave very close attention to 
ihe oversight of the nurses, and their re- 
ported carelessness might be partly due to 
the number of patients in the Fever Hospital 
In consequence of the epidemic of scarlet 
‘ever. 

They recommended that the superintendent 
nurse, who was primarily responsible for the 
satisfactory discharge of the duties of. the 
nursing staff, etc., and also the charge nurse 
of the Fever Hospital, be reprimanded. by 
the Board, and asked in future to exercise 
better supervisicn over their subordinates, 

They further recommended that defective 
floors be seen to, and, where. possible, re- 
paired. ‘They noted that the Ministry recog- 
nised the frequently expressed desire of the 
Guardians for a new hospital, and it was 
hoped the building: would be commenced -at 
an early date. Amended rules for the nurs- 
ing staff and also a request of the medical 
ofheer that a cook be appointed for the Fever 
Hospital were submitted for the consideration 
of.the Board. 

The report was passed. 

CONDITION OF FEVER HOSPITAL. 

A letter from the Ministry of Home 
Affairs referring to the report of their medical 
inspector on the Union Infirmary and Fever 
Hospital was read. j 

The inspector stated that-there was damp- 
ness in the walls of the infirmary wards and 
dampness in some of the ceilings. The floors 
in the Fever Hospital were much decayed, 


and some of the bedsteads were very old and 


without castors. There was 
accommodation for mental cases. 

The letter also stated that, in view of the 
decision of the.Guardians to construct a new 
infirmary, the inspector had not thought it 
necessary to indicate more structural defects, 
which could only be remedied at considerable 
expense.

GLASGOW ORPHEUS CHOIR IN 
BELFAST. 


The concert season was opened in Belfast 
on Saturday night, when the Glasgow Orpheus 
Choir of about, fiftw voices, with Mr. Hugh 
S. Roberton as conductor, was welcomed in 
the Ulster Hall by a large and appreciative 
audience, many of the items on the pro- 
gramme being encored. This fine choir, now 
in its twenty-fifth year, specialises\jn the un- 
accompanied singing of Scottish part-songs, 
in which probably it is unsurpassed, but it 
also ventures into other realms in searcn of 
variety, and its renderings of classical gems 
of sister countries show careful study. As 
is natural with our friends from Caledonia, 
the religions element finds place in their per- 
formance, and on Saturday night one of their 
most beautiful and touching numbers was a 
hymn set to the old tune ‘* Belmont.’’ 

The first group was sacred, including 
motets by Vittoria and Mendelssohn, and the 
final item was of a similar character. Sand- 
wiched in ‘between there was an interesting 
collection of choruses, grave and gay, and 
martial songs of Scotland. The choir is well 
balanced, although a little more depth and 
richness in the bass would be an improve- 
ment. Refinement is the keynote oí the inter- 
pretations, and the.diction is always clear, 
while attack and release are perfect. In sub- 
ilued singing some very beautiful effects were 
realised. The observance of rhythm and 
tempo is also a feature of the renderings, but, 
generally speaking, there is too much of a 
sameness of treatment. in the final cadence of 
each chorus—the tone fading away into 
silence. The spirit of Scotia breathed through 
the Highland pieces, but in Thomas Moore’s 
‘Silent, O Moyle,”” described in the pro- 
gramme as a folk-song, the Trish atmosphere 
was missing. nor was the arrangement of the 
melody the best that could have been chosen 
tc express the pathos of the poem. 

Amongst the most artistic numbers were 
Elgar’s part song, ‘‘Weary Wind of the 
West,” and a '“Cradle Song” of the 16th 
century, set as a solo, with humming accom 
paniment by C, Armstrong Gibbs, both of 
which were very beautiful, indeed. Sorgs 
were sung by members of the choir, tre 
voices being pleasant,,and the renderings most 
enjoyable. A choral impressiop of ‘* Night- 
fall in Skye,” com by Mr. Roberton, 
was colourful and appealing in its soft 
strains, and had to be repeated.

UNITY IN TRANSPORT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—In a leading article to-day you 
support the content>m of your contributor, 
Mr. Alastair McCabe, that the Free State 
railways should be given a monopoly of trans- 
port, both internal and external, and that 
this monopoly should be subsidised by the 
Free State Government with public money. 
You put forward only one argument in 
support of this contention, which is also the 
argument of Mr McUabe—that the railways 
have qualified for this new and extended 
monopoly of all forms of transport because of 
the monopoly of land transport they have 
enjoyed in the past. You say: “ The fact 
that they are the iargest transport concerns 
in the country points them out as the natural 
machinery for the co-ordination of road, rail? 
air, canal and sea-going transport.”’ 

it is well known that the railways ‘“‘co- 
ordinated '’ canal and rail transport in the 
past by depriving the public of its canal 
service and driving the traffic to the rail- 
road when the canals came under their 
control. in the days when we hed a railway 
and a shipping company competing for the 
passenger traffic between Dublin and London 
ria Holyhead we enjoyed an adequate service. 
Since the disappearance of one of these com- 
panies, passengers have the doubtful privilege 
of travelling with the mail bags, and of being 
landed with them in Euston Station at an 
inhumanly early hour. What becomes of the 
‘bus services that, inadequate as some may 
have been, have yet been a public boon, 
when they pass, as some have done, under 
railway ownership or control? 

I have made a circuit of Ireland by road 
ten times during this summer, covering 
approximately 12,000 miles.. The excellence 
of the roads is indisputable, in the North as 
well as in the South, the only exceptions 
being in Connemara and in the remoter parts 
of Kerry, Clare and Donegal. In Northern 
lreland the roads are being used as a means 
of transport and carry an adequate and in- 
creasing service of ‘buses, linking towns, 
villages, holiday resorts and countryside. This 
service does not come from railway enter- 
prise or railway monopoly, In the Free State 
one wonders if the excellent motor roads are 
intended as ornaments or if they are kept for 
the convenience of cattle, driven or straying, 
and for the passage of the ass-drawn cact 
that is still the chief link between country- 
side and country town. The main roads 
throughout the Irish Free State were surely 
constructed for motor traffic, at the public s 
expense, and they could certainly carry ten 
times the present volume without any 
approach to congestion. 

One of the most urgent needs in the 
Irish Free State is an adequate road service, 
both for passengers and goods, such as 
Northern Ireland enjoys. If we wait for the 
railways to give it to us, our motor roads 
will be grass-grown—and the better pasturage 
for the straying cattle; for the policy of the 
railways is to resist and oppose the develop- 
ment of every method of transport other 
than rail transport. Not by resisting modern 
methods can modern needs be supplied. | 
venture to think that, in spite of resistance, 
road transport will spread throughout the 
[rish Free State, but it will not come from 
a railway monopoly or any other monopoly, 
and it will come without i Government 
subsidy.— Yours, ete.,

It would not be surprising if the ordinary 
investor felt, somewhat bewildered by recent 
events in the world of finance. The col- 
lapse of prices of the Hatry companies’ 
shares, the suspension of dealings in them, 
followed by the postponement of the settle. 
ment, together with the unusual feeling pro- 
duced by the opening statements in the pro- 
secution of Hatry and his assot¢iates, were 
disturbing enough, Then followed the rise in 
the Bank rate to the highest figure that has 
ruled for eight years, and one reminiscent of 
the collapse of the famous 1919-20 boom, a 
boom that, embraced the produce markets as 
well as the Stock Exchange. A little clear 
thinking is necessary in these times. In the 
first place, investors should understand that 
the Hatry trouble is confined to a particular 
croup of companies. 


LOCALISED LOSSES. 


Its ramifications are rather wide, and the 
losses involved are by no means confined to 
the unfortunate people who bought the shares 
in question much higher up; but the episode 
has no general significance, and does not 
lessen in any degree the investment merits of 
British Government Funds, Home Rails or 
sound Industrial Shares. There is nothing in 
the Hatry business to affect the market for 
these directly. Another point that should be 
emphasised is that there is no connection be- 
tween the Hatry collapse and the rise in the 
Bank rate. It should not be necessary to say 
this, because in these days the investor of 
quite moderate means realises why the value 
of money had to be made dearer; but in such 
matters solemn whispers are sometimes heard 
which suggest. that the position is worse than 
it appears to be on the surface. and that there 
is some connection between the two develop- 
ments. 


TREND OF INVESTMENT VALUES. 


To what extent security values will be 
affected by the rise in the Bank rate must de- 
pend upon the views formed as to the probable 
duration of the higher charge. It will be some 
time before there is any trustworthy indica- 
tion of this, and in the meantime it is quite 
possible that values will display a sagging ten- 
dency. No general selling is to be expected, 
but the flow of fresh capital into Stock Ex- 
change securities may he checked for a time, 
and when support of this kind diminishes the 
natural tendency is for prices to recede. To 
sell sound securities now would be extremely 
foolish. Let it be assumed that a holder of 
War Fives or any similar stock 
decides that he should sel], not 
his faith in the country’s 
stability has heen shaken, but because he con- 
siders that values will reach a still lower 
level. If his views prove to be correct, well 
and good, but if the fall does not take place 
he has parted with an excellent security, and, 
until he replaces it, he is losing interest, Be- 
cause of this, it does not appear to be worth 
while to dispose of first-class investments on 
the chance of replacing them on more favour- 
able terms. 


TRADE INTERESTS, 

The rise in the Bank rate is to be regretted 
because of its possible effect. upon trade, but, 
had the step not been taken, the country 
might soon have been placed in a worse 
economic position. It is a hardship to pay 
stiff rates for bank credit, but if a position 
arose in which the supply of that credit was 
so much affected as to reduce the ability of 
the banks to lend, even on the hest, security, 
that would be worse both for the world of ' 
finance and industry, The advance in the 
Bank rate, it is to be hoped, is a necessary 
step towards the attainment of a more favour- 
able position generally, and especially in re- 
gard to the value of English currency abroad. 
With the pound depreciated as at present, the 
cost. of imports of raw material—cotton and 
hides, for instance—is increased, and, in order 
to reach a much better position in this re- 
spect. and conserve the basis of credit, gold,

a stiff rate for money for a period which, it 
is to be hoped, will not be of long duration. 
When the position has been rectified, a lower 
Bank rate will be sible, and, perhaps, 
sooner than appears likely now there will be a 
movement to a figure lower than that ruling 
before the rise to 64 per cent. occurred. 


INDUSTRIAL SHARES, 


There should be no hesitation in effecting 
urehases of the better class of Industria! 
res. The profit ‘and loss accounts of such 
companies are scarcély likely to be affected 
by dearer money, and, if hitherto they have 
a good deal upon bank overdraits, 
they are strong enough to adopt some cheaper 
method of LSe ge their requirements. 
Prices have fallen a good deal from the 
highest reached last year, though admittedly 
the latter level was not always justified. Dur- 
ing a boom such as wag experienced in 1928 
there was a tendency to over-value most 
things, with the result that people were con- 
tent to buy the best shares on a very small 
vield basis. There has since been some modi- 
fication of that position, and investors cannot 
o far wrong now in buying such shares as 
ritish-American and Imperial Tobacco, Barry 
Ostlere and Shepherd, Courtaulds, British In 
sulated Cables, Guinness, Hoare and Co. 
Meux, Harrods, Barkers, Imperial Chemical 
Industries, Linoleum Manufacturing and 
Lever Bros. Preferences. 


BANK SHARES, 


Market valuations of Bank Shares are 
roughly based upon money rates, and the 
usual effect of the rise in the official minimum 
is to lower prices of these investments. 
Quotations, however, had suffered a consider- 
able decline before last Thursday's develop 
ment owing to the knowledge that some of the 
banks were involved in the Hatry smash. It 
is not certain yet that they will lose money 
in consequence, but the possibility has led to 
a marking down of prices. so that if there 
were any justification for the previous level, 
Bank Shares are now more attractive invest- 
ments. Even if it is shown that these institu- 
tions have lost through irregularities in con- 
nection with securities which they took as 
cover for advances, they are so strong that 
the circumstance is not likely to affect divi- 
dends. Apart from the ordinary reserves. 
which are very large, all the ‘‘ Bie Five ” 
have undisclosed funds, which are available to 
meet such an untoward circumstance as jndi- 
ented above, and it is reasonably certain that 
dividends for this year will be the same as 
before. 


HOW YIELDS HAVE RISEN. 

In the light of subsequent events, the 
highest prices reached by Bank Shares this 
year were not difficult to justify. There was 
no prospect of an increase in dividends, for in 
this matter we have now reached a stereo- 
typed stage, while any plum in the shape of 
the offer of new shares on bonus terms was 
too rare an oceurrence in the case of Bank 
Shares to make it a market factor in apprais- 
ing share values. To take the case of Mid- 
land Bank £12 Shares, £2 10s. paid, the 
highest price reached this year was fally 94. 
That figure probably included a dividend for 
six months, but, without allowing for that, 
the indicated yield at.

POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, | DAIRY. 


USE OF POTATOES. 

Writing under this heading in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
pays :— 

As potatoes are being dug, there will be 
plenty of small ones, which are generally 
used for stock feeding. All kinds of 
poultry that are being fattened for table, 
euch as turkeys, geese and ducks, and 
also the cockerels and chickens, can be 
fed with a mixture of potatoes two or 
three times a week. Some nounshing 
meal, such as ground oats, oatmeal or 
pollard, with some bran, should be 
mashed up with them afier they are 
boiled. They can also be fed to laying 
pulilets, but they must be used very 
sparingly with old hens unless they are 
being fattened for killing. Potatoes are 
wholesome feeding, if rightly used; but, 
as they are of a fattening nature, it is 
better not to mix any meal with them 
that contains much fat or starch, such as 
maize or barley meal. Meat scraps mixed 
with them make good feeding.
